f 1.56 Duty to disclose infoimaTioii ciatcrial to patcEtability, 

(a) A patent by lis very nature is affected with a public interest. Ths public interest ig best served, amd the most etife:iive pateat 
exaiuiiBitiyn wciirs wlien, at the tima an application is being exarained, the Office is aware of and evaluates the tcacliings of all inibrmation 
material to paientability . Each individual associated with the filing and prosecution of a patent application has a duty of candor and good 
feilli in dealing with the OfGce, wluch includes a duty to disclose to the Office- all information fcaovvn. to thai individual to be material to 
patentability as defined in this section. The duty to disclose information exists with respect to each pending claim until the claim is canceled 
or wiUidrawn from consideration, or the application becomes abandoned. Information ciateiia! to the patcTitabUity of a olaim thae is 
Cancelt'ii or withdia^vn ftom cousld^taiion need not be submitted if the information is not material to the patcutability of any claim 
tcwiaiiidug uadcr coflsideratioti in the applicatioa. There is no duty to submit infortuation which is not raatettal-to the patentability of any 
existing claim. The duty to disclose all informatiott known to be raaterial to patentability is deemed to be satisfied if all infoiioatjon Icaown
